WASHINGTON (U P !)- Farm 
prices, bolstered by higher re­ 
turns for cattle, hogs and eggs, 
rose 2 5 per cent in the month 
ended Jan 15. the Agriculture 
Department reported here. 
Partly offsetting this w e r e 
seasonally lower prices for cot­ 
ton and wholesale milk. Farm 
prices as a whole were I per 
cent below those of a year ear­ 
lier 
Farm costs rose two thirds of 
I per cent to equal the rec­ 
ord high recorded in July, 1963 
Primarily responsible for the 
costs increase were a sharp up­ 
turn in feeder cattle prices and 
higher tax and interest rates 
Farm costs were slightly above 
those of a year earlier 
The hefty increase in farm 


prices, coupled with a smaller 
increase in farm costs, brought 
the parity ratio (the relation­ 
ship of farm prices to farm 
costs i to 71. up 2 poults from 
the 76 registered in December 
Parity is the price needed to 
put the value of commodities 
sold by farmers on a par with 
the cost of things they must 
buy.
